Joseph Snaidecki on Trial for Stab · 
bing Mrs. Salmon to Death, Gloat - 
ing Telle Horrible Detaile of His 
Crime—insanity Probably Will be 
Defense Offered for Him. 


“Tt's 4 ile; he did not!“ and as Wil- 
liam Salmon shouted out his defiance 
to Joseph Snaidecki, the youth burst 
into tears. 

Simultaneously a moaning cry of 
agony was heard from the other side 
of Judge Smith's courtroom. 

“Oh, God help us” and Mrs. A. Prinz, 
the eldest daughter of the dead woman 
whom the defendant was maligning 
from the witness stand, fell upon the 
shoulder of @ friend who sat by her 
in a sobbing and fainting condition. 

Snaidecki is being tried for his life 
on the charge of having murdered Mrs. 
Cecelia Salmon at her home, No. 119 
North Olive street, on June 19. Stab- 
bing the woman with a knife like a 
Malay kris and killing ner, he then, 
in a half-hearted way, cut himeelf, 
took a dose of strychnia, and was 
picked up by the police in a drug store 
and taken to the Receiving mospital 
where he wus pumped oui. 

The man confessed at the time that 
he had committed the murder, and 
yesterday he did not seek to evade the 
issue. Snaidecki acted most extrava- 
gantly while on the witness stand. On 
cross-examination he taiked with more | 
steadiness, and specificaliy asserted 
that he had lived with Mrs. Salmon as 
husband and wife for the period of 
about seven years. 

It was when he thus sought to de- 
fame the woman whose life he had 
taken that the son and daughter of 
the deceased huried back the lie. For 
the moment there was a silence in the 
court the sobbi of Mrs.

is probably not one person in Los 
Angeles who yet fully realizes what 
the securing to the city of a river of 
bright, pure, sparkling water means. 
The man with the longest foresight in 
thg community may go on meditating 
on this and calculating its value for 
months, and even then he will not 
have grasped the full import of this 
rich new possession the municipality 
has come into. 

Go the whole length and breadth of 
the San Fegnando Valley these dry! 
August days. Note the barrenness of 
its dryest sand marshes and highest 
mesas. Shut your eyes and picture 
this same scene after a big river of 
water has been spread over every 
acre, after the whole expanse has been 
cut up into five-acre, and in some 
cases into one-acre plots—plots, with 
a pretty cottage on each and with lux 
uriant fruit trees, shrubs and flowers 
in all the glory of their perfect 
growth spread over every available 
foot of the territory— this transfor- 
mation scene is no more wonderful 
than will be the changes wrought in 
all parts of the city of Los Angeles 
and in the country for miles around. 
The value added 


sure the fruitfulmess of the lands up 
the valley, so it gives continuance and 
stability to the growth of the city. 
The possible area of orange orchard 
in the valley under the existing water 
supply has already been reached. 
The area of possible orange orchard 
under the new water supply is limited 
only by the acreage of good land in 
the valley. So all over the territory 
surrounding this city. As to the city, 
the possible growth of population 
under the existing water supply has 
not been reached. At the present rate 
of increase that limit would not be 
reached much before the end of ten 
more years. Then the limit would be 
reached, taking into account all the 
water possible to be obtained even by 
an expensive system of pumping from 
the subterranean river between the 
city and the sea. With the great 
stream of mountain water to be 
brought from the snow-capped sum- 
mite of Mt. Whitney, there is no limit 
to the possible growth of the city of 
Los Angeles. The titular saint of this 
one-time pueblo, the Queen of the 
Angels, could not desire for this seat 
of her shrine a greater blessing than 
this river will prove to be. As things 
were 600,000 people could not have: 
had enough water in and about Los 
Angeles. As things are to be, a mil- 
lien will not be able to make use of | 
this stream of life. 

Most complex are the possibilities of 
this 30,000 inches of water. It is really 
30,000 Inches multiplied two, three, in 
some cases four times over. Pour a 
Nod of water over the valley from 
the Chatsworth tunnel to the city 
limits on the north What becomes 
of it? Goes to fertilize the orchards 
and then is lost? Not a drop lost! 
The soil becomes saturated and the 
streams percolate to the hardpan or the 
rock and flow back into the Los An- 
geles River again, once more to be 
taken out and used. The new supply 
is spread over the lawns and streets 
of the city, percolates again and goes 
down into the subterranean lake that 


underlies the whole area between the 
city and the sea, whence it will rise 
in bubbiing artesian wells and be used 
the third time over. The same is true 
of all the water used in Pasadena, and 
along the upper mesas all the way to 
the San Gabriel River. It will go 
down and strike the upheaved vein 
of the hardpan or rock that lies all 
the way from the Raymond Hotel to 
Monrovia, come up in artesian wells 
such as are now found all along that 
slope, or in springing streams like the 
Old Mission ditch at San Gabriel. 
Used there on the secondary mesa, it 
will find its way into the river bottoms 
and into the rivers to swell the 
foods of irrigation water for every 
acre of orchard or of alfalfa all the 
way to Long Beach.. 

Go back up the mountain slopes and 
meet this crystal river singing on Ks 
way to refresh the plains. There is 
not a lazy drop of water in that 
stream. It is as full of energy as a 
new-born demiurge in the early 
days of creation when God was mak- 
ing the world. This energy will lend 
itself with a willing soul to any 
scheme the fertile brain of man 
can think out. Here is the newest, 
most subtile form of energy we know, 
the electric current. Not once, but ten 
times over that singing stream, re- 
joicing in its strength, may be made 
to turn a great wheel, and, imparting 
its force to the dynamo, go in like 
the giant of fable to borrow new 
strength from its Mother Earth. 

That current will follow with swift 
alacrity the shining wire Which points 
its way to the city, where it will flash 
with greater brightness than the stars, 
and turn the night into day. It will 
grasp the wheels of great enterprises 
and set anvils ringing, shuttles flying, 
bobbins humming, or furnaces glow- 
ing, from which the white-hot metal 
may be run into moulds and make all 
manner of things for the use of 
man. 

To come back to prosaic fact, this 
water will light the city at the small- 
est possible cost and furnish no end 
of power to run machinery at any 
point between the city and the wharf 
where ships will lie to carry the fin- 
ished products to the markets of 
world. 

There is no hurry about this water. 
There is no present pressing need for 
water. But the water commissioners 
and other city officials are quite right 
in seeking to bring the silver stream 
of wealth in with all possible prompt- 
ness. It is ours. Let us get Kk and 
use it. The work of cutting the tun- 
pels and digging the ditches will put 
a small army to work. It will put 
new money in circulation and make 
the present prosperity greater and in- 
sure its continuance. It certainly 
seems as if no influences could come 
which could check the growth and 
progressive prosperity of Southern 
California during the years to come. 

There is one thing more. This ditch 
will call for a large amount of ce- 
ment. If a bed of suitable clay can 
be found in Southern California, let 
it de secured by the city and the 
cement made at lowest cost. There 
have been reports from time to time 
of such beds existing. If cement can- 
not be seqined in this way, the city 
will probably purchase it from first 
hands and in cariload lots. 


E GERMAN PERIL. 
A “reciprocity conference” has 
been called, to meet in C cago on 


August 16 and 17. The cali was issued | 


and the invitations were sent out 
under the auspices of the National 
Live Stock Association, and responses 
are said to be coming in in sufficient 
volume to assure at least a large at- 
tendance. The stated object of the 
gathering is to discuss the new tariff 
policy of virtual exclusion which Ger- 
many threatens to put into effect 
next year against the United States, 
unless, in the mean dime, the United 
States should make the extraordinary 
tariff concessions which Germany 
demands, 

Germany has already made _ recip- 
rocal long-term trade arrangements 
with Russia, Austria-Hungary, Italy, 
Switzerland, and Roumania. These 
treaties are prejudical to the interests 
of the United States, and are evident- 
ly almed at the practical shutting out 
of American exports from the coun- 
tries joining in the German commer- 
cial union or zollverein. At least, the 
terms of American admission have 
been so severe as to be in a 
large measure prohibitive. We are 
confronted with the alternative of 
adopting a policy of virtual free trade 
as regards a large and important por- 
tion of European exports, or of losing 
the major portion of our trade with 
the south and east of Europe. 

Such, at least, is the buff which 


‘Germany is putting up. The degree 


of its success will depend to a large 
extent upon the action taken in Wash- 
ington at the next session of Con- 
gress. France and Great Britain have 
not joined in the German scheme, 
and there is little likelihood that they 
will do so. The imperial federation 
plan of the British government, how- 
ever, should it prove successful in 
consolidating the British empire of 
free-trading commonwealths against 
all the rest of the world, on the basis 


, Of preferential tariffs, would also work 


undoubted injury to American com- 
merce. 
The “reciprocity conference” to be 
held in Chicago on August 16 and 17 
will be held rather for the purpose of 
discussing the situation than with a 
view to the advocacy of any fixed pol- 
icy of meeting the German peril. An- 
nouncement was made in the call for 
the gathering that if a policy of re- 
taliation appeared better than a pol- 
icy of conciliation, after due delibera- 
ton, the convention would recom- 
mend the adoption of such a policy by 
Congress. Nevertheless, as the live- 
stock interests will be more directly 


affected, perhaps, than\any other in- 


terest by the German movement 
against American products, there is a 
suspicion that the majority of dele- 
gates may be as willing to see some 
other interest sacrificed as was the 
late Artemus Ward to see all his 
wife's relations sacrificed, if necessary, 
on the altar of his country. 

This question is, manifestly, one of 
the most difficult that will come up 
for decision at the next session of 
Congress. Bat that body will do well 
to keep its head in the midst of the 
opposing contentions and the special 
pleas of antagonistic interests. Ger- 
many has far greater need for our 
products than we have for hers. Our 
foodstuffs, our raw cotton and other 
products, are necessaries which cannot 
easily be dispensed with in Germany 
and other portions of the civilized 
world. With the constantly increas- 
ing consumption of our so-called “raw 
products” at home, and the steady de- 
mand for them abroad, there need be 
no fear that the market for such prod- 
ucts will fail. 

The action which Congress will 
take on this question cannot be fore- 
told with absolute certainty at this 
time. But it seems probable that the 
principle of the maximum and mini- 
mum tariff will be adopted, and that 
nations which discriminate against 


the United States will be discrimi- [ 


nated against in our tariff policy while 
those who favor us will be corres- 
pondingly favored at our hands. 

If our German friends are possessed 
with the idea that the best way in 
which to gain fuller entrance to the 
American markets is to approach 
them with a battering ram, they will 
probably find out their mistake sooner 
or later. The battering ram is a very 
ancient instrument of aggression, not 
calculated to make much impression 
on modern fortifications. 


O “PEACEFUL PICKETING.” 

Judge Smith McPherson, of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
southern district of lowa, recently 
rendered a decision in a case which 
involved the right of strikers to es- 
tablish a “picket line.” In the course 
of his decision, Judge McPherson 
very aptly declared that “there can be 
no such thing as ‘peaceful picketing,’ 
any more than there can be ‘chaste 
vulgarity’ or ‘peaceful mobbing,’ or 
‘lawful lynching.’ 

This statement is trite, self-evident, 
unanswerable. In the very nature of 
things, picketing is a measure of in- 
dustrial war. It is not a measure of 
peace, any more than is the picket 
line thrown out by an army in time of 
actual military warfare. Though 
industrial picketing may not be openly 
unlawful, in all cases, it is secretly 
unlawful in all cases, for it is in 
truth a conspiracy of one class 
against another class. Conspiracies 
are justly forbidden by law. 

The term “peaceful picketing” is a 
misnomer and a hypocritical pre- 
tense. It lays claim to innocence 
which it does not possess. Back of it 
always is to be found an evil menace, 
an effort of the picketers and their 
instigators to rob other mon of rithts 
guaranteed by the laws of the land. 

Coercion is the keynote of “peace- 
ful picketing,” as it is of other union- 
istic methods which aim at the cur- 
tallment of the liberties of one class 
of men by another class. “This court 
has a concern,” said Judge Me- 
Pherson, “that peace and quiet pre- 
vail, and that a state of serfdom shall 
not exist by a so-called system of 
picketing of one crowd of men over 
another.” So say we/all.

Scandinavian Trade. 

In view of the attention directed at 
the present moment to the affairs of 
Sweden and Norway, the United States 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
has compiled a valuable table of sta- 
tistics showing the relative positions of 
the two countries in the matter of in- 
dustries and trade. In round figures 
both the — and the territorial 
area of Sweden are 40 per cent. greater 
than those of Norway. Together their 
populations number 7,484,301, practically 
the same as that of the State of New 
York, while their combined area is 
about equal to that of Texas and 


Indian Territory. The chief difference ) 


between the two count n the 


fact that in Sweden agriculture, Witt) em Los 


its cognate branches, is the great main- 
stay, while in Norway fishing is of 
equal importance with agriculture. This 
involves a much greater dependence cn 
the part of Norway upon imported 
breadstuffs and raw materials, and fur- 
ther results in the divergent tariff poli- 
cles of the two countries, Norway tend- 
ing toward free trade, while Sweden is 
staunchly committed to protection. 

Sweden is rich in minerals, especially 
iron ore, while Norway has practically 
no mining industries. The only com- 
mon industry of importance, especially 
for the foreign trade, is lumbering. 
Both countries abound in forests, par- 
ticularly spruce and pine, which are 
largely exported to Great Britain and 
the continent of Europe. In Norway 
shipping plays a much greater part 
than in Sweden, her merchant marine 
indeed being the fourth largest in the 
world, exceeded only by the merchant 
marines of Great Britain, the United 
States and Germany. Norwegian ships 
earn large sums away from their home 
waters, carrying freight between for- 
eign ports. 

The most important articles of export 
from the United States to Sweden and 
Norway are refined mineral oll, oleo- 
margarine, raw cotton, iron and steel 
manufactures, wheat flour, and copper 
and its manufactures. Our principal! 
Imports from the two countries are 
wood pulp, fishery products, bar iron, 
wire rods, machinery, together with 
hides and skins, not including fur 
skins, We export to Sweden and Nor- 
way a little over twice as much as we 
import from those countries. 

Big Electric Power Scheme. 

North Carolina is going to have one 
of the largest electric water power in- 
stallations in the country, rivaling 
those of Niagara. The source of supply 
is the falls of the Yadkin River, and a 
total of 76,000 horse power is to be de- 
veloped. As part of the works there 
will be a canal four and a half miles 
long, forty feet wide at the bottom, 
with an average width of 124 feet at the 
top, with a normal depth of eighteen

A writer in The World's Work 
points out that the isolated inventor, 
working on his own resources, is be- 
coming more and more “a rare bird.” 
Of the 30,000 patents taken out annually 
in the United States, the vast majority 
come from what are known as the in- 
ventions department” of great factories. 
Every great progressive manufactur- 
ing concern maintains such a depar'- 
ment where men are paid various 
salaries simply to develop inventiona. 

They are supplied with every mechan- 
ical appliance to facilitate their work. 
the bills for materials are paid by the 
company, and every invention they 
make is consigned to the company “in 
consideration of salary and $1." The 
General Electric Company at Sc: enec- 
tady, N. T., for example, expends 
$2,500,000 a year in this work, employs 
about 800 men, and takes out an aver- 

of 500 patents yearly. Similarly the 
National Cash Register Company, th 
Hoe Printing Press Company, the 
United States 
pany, the Bell Telephone Company and 
many others have each a large stuff of 
men retained because of their inventive 
faculty and employed at originating or 
perfecting ideas suggested by the needs 
of the establishment. These men work

Despite the uniform excellence of the 
United States postal service; the ex- 
peditious manner in which mall matter 
is handled en route and at its desti- 
nation; the comparative scarcity of er- 
rors by clerks and carriers, and the 
well-nigh absolute certainly that ev- 
ery letter correctly addressed will reach 
the addressee, the stage of perfection 
has not yet reached a point where 
complaints of patrons are wiped out. 

Errors are bound to crop out in the 
conduct of a business of such magni- 
tude. Sometimes the mistakes are those 
of the postal employés, but Postmaster 
Flint has records that show the patrons 
of the Los Angeles postoffice to be not 
free from blame. 

If a business man were told that he 
was in the habit of addressing mail to 
Los Angeles that properly belonged at 
San Francisco, or vice verea, or that 
in many cases he sent letters to the 
post-box with no other direction than 
the name of the addressee, he probably 
would deny such an imputation. 

Yet such errors are 
there are others even more ridiculous. 
In the large volume of mall posted in 
this city every day appear large num- 
bers of misdirected letters, and others 
bearing absolutely no directions. 

“In one day we have wund more 
than 300 letters improperly addressed,” 
said Mr. Flint. “Some bear the names 
of streets that are known not to exist 
in Los Angeles, while mistakes in the 
names of the States are frequent. By 
the use of directories of various cities 
and through the familiarii) the clerks 
come to have with the names of firms 
and individuals throughout the State 
and country, we are ena in many 
instances to forward the mall prompt- 
ly to its destination. 

“In cases where this cannot be done, 
the writer is communicated with and 
asked for corrections. This is possible 
ordinarily through the business card 
that appears on the envelopes. 

“To facilitate this method of correc- 
tion, we make use of the telephone to 
a large extent. One clerk and a tele- 
pee operator are employed constant- 
y In this work. 

“When an error in an address is de- 
tected, the writer is called by telephone 
and a minute or two suffices to make 
the correction, thus saving the delay 
communication 


that would eneve if 
were had by mall. 

„Most of the errors are due to care- 
lessness of clerks in business houses 
or to the haste of persons in sending 
out their mall. Many of the mistakes 
naturally are not corrected unn the 
mall reaches the points to which it is 
addressed, but the most glaring of 
them are detected at the outset, thus 
preventing much delay. 

“A little more care in the add 
of mall would ald greatly in expediting 
its dispatch and would decrease the 
work of this office by just that much.” 


Don't be too severe with the tele- 
phone operator—maybe she’s to be 
married tomorrow, 

Officials of the telephone companics 
say their greatest difficulty is to ob- 
tain competent operators—so many are 
leaving to become brides or to take 
other positions less trying than that 
of “Number,” “Line busy,” etc, 

“We simply cannot obtain competent 
girls in number sufficient to supply the 
ever-increasing demand,” said a prom- 
ment telephone official. 

“Out of the several hundred giris 
who are employed by both companies 
Angeles, numbers are leaving 
every day, some because the work is 
too wearing, others te marry or to take 
other positions. It takes long training 
for an operator to become competent, 
and comparatively few remain until 
they reach that point. 

“We are in correspondence every day 
with experienced operators in the East 
who desire a change of climate, and we 
peer the country for the right kind of 

ip. 

“If the demand increases as it has 
in the past, there is bound to come a 
time when we cannot fill it. Before that 
time comes, though, there may be 
found a way to lessen the burdens 
placed upon the operator. 

“Information from other large cities 
is to the same effect—the girls sim- 
ply will not stay at the work for any 
great length of time. in some cities 
the companies keep advertisements 
Standing in the newspapers, holding 
out innumerable inducements to those 
who will take employment.”

“If we are to continue to develop as 
a city, it is absolutely necessary that 
this plan go through.

It would be a calamity if 
we were to neglect this golden oppor- 
tunity to gain the one thing we need 
most. Although I have not looked into 
the legal aspect of the case, I should 
say that there can be no obstacle to 
the project. 

“It would be a narrow-minded per- 

son, indeed, who would oppose any ar- 
rangement by which we were, by hon- 
est and fair means, to become pos- 
sessed of a life-giving flow of this pre- 
clous fluid. 
“Simply the material aspect is enough 
to win the support of every citizen, for 
the acquisition of this water is certain 
to benefit every acre, as well as every 
city lot, with the natural following that 
every sort of business will receive its 
share of the benefit.”

“It's a big thing for the city and 
the county to heve all the water that 
is needed,” said J. McMillan, traffic 
manager of the Pacific Electric lunes. 
“Any price would be cheap, and the 
estimated cost seems low in view of 
the large stream that we are prom- 
ised by the engineers. Surely there 
can be no intelligent opposition to a 
preject that promises so much.

MINUS WINGS. 


PARSON - LAWYER - PROMOTER 
PHELPS COMING, 


From Salvation Army preacher to 
comic opera angel.“ hitting all the 
high places, now to be arrested for em- 
bezziement, is a chapter from the life 
of George W. Phelps, due to arrive in 
Los Angeles soon in charge of an offi- 
cer. 

Phelps is the man accused of

Souleby, aged 33, a native of Dundee, 
Scotiand, met his death from off the 
Southern Pacific wharf some time last 
night, and his body was found floating 
in the bay this morning by Ed Christen- 
sen, a boatman.
